1 . (Currently Amended) A method of generating data sets associated with an entity, 
comprising: 

detemiining when the entity selects a first service or product; 

gen^ating a first data set having a first attribute associated with the first service or 
product; 

wherein the first duta set is genemted bv a digital video r ecording fP VRl device, the 
first data $ct including a unique identifier associ atiad with an entity^ a date, a time and a title 
of a program, or movie selected bv the entit y for recor^^pfi on the PVR; 

determining when the entity selects a second service or product; 

generating a second data set having a second attribute associated with the second 
service or product; and, 

generating a third data set based on the first and second attributes when a poition of 
data associated with the first attribute is substantially similar to a portion of data associated 
with the second attribute. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein ttie determining when the entity selects 
the first service or product comprises deteraiining whether the entity purchases the first 
service or product. 
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3. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the determining when the entity selects 
the first aerviee or product comprises detennining whether the entity submits an order for the 
first service or product. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein ttie portion of the data associated with 
the first attribute comprises textual data and the portion of the data associated with the 
second attribute comprises textual data. 

5. (Original) The method of claim 4 wherein the generating the third data set based 
on the first and second attributes includes: 

detemiining whether at least a portion of the textual data of the first attribute is 
identical to at least a portion of the textual data of the second attribute^ and, 

forming the third data set having a third attribute containing at least a portion of 
textual data fiom one of the first and second attributes. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein a first network device generates tihe 
first data set 

7. (CJurrcntly Amended) The method of claim 6 wherein a second network device

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8. (Original) The method of claim 7 wherein a third network device generates the 
third data set. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the entity compriaes one of a person and 
a gtoup of people. 

10. (Currently Amended) A system for generating data sets associated with an entity, 
comprising: 

a first device oonfigured to determine when the entity selects a first service or product 
and generating a first data set having a first attribute associated with the first service or 
product; 

whensin the first device is a digital video recording fPVR ^ device, the first data set 
including a unique identifier aissociated with an cn titv. a date, a time and a ti tic cif a niOfitmu 
or movie selected bv the eQtitv for ^ ecotdina on the PVR: 

a second device configured to determine when the entity selects a second service or 
product and generating a second data set having a second attribute associated with ttie second 
SMvice or product; and» 

a third device configured to generate a third data set based on the first and second 
attributes when a portion of data associated with the first attribute is substantially similar to a 
portion of data associated with the second attribute. 
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1 1 . (Original) The system of claim 10 wherein the first device is further configured 
to determine when the entity selects the first service or product by determining whether the 
entity purchases the first service or product. 

12. (Origiiial) The system of claim 10 wherein the first device is further configured 
to determine when the ^tity selects the first service or product by detennining whether the 
entity submits an order for the first service or product. 

13. (Original) The system of claim 10 wherein the portion of the data associated with 
the first attribute comprises textual data and the portion of the data associated with the 
second attribute comprises textual data. 

14. (Origmal) The system of claim 10 wherein the thurd device is iiirther configured 
to generate the third data set by detennining whether at least a portion of the tex.tual data of 
the first attribute is identical to at least a portion of the textual data of the second attribute, 
and forming the third data set having a third attribute containing at least a portion of textual 
data Scorn one of the first and second attributes. 

15. (Original) The system of claim 10 wherein the entity comprises one of a person 
and a group of people. 

1 6. (Original) The system of claim 1 0 wherein the first device comprises a first 
network device. 
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17. (Currently Amended) The system of claun 16 wherein the second device 
comprises a second network device, the sec ond device is a cell ph one equipped witii a 
bLirrode scanner, ths second data sct jn clu di<)g a unique identifi er a5iaociatCil.mtb^Jmtity^ 
date, ft iixiic and a univefsal product code (UPC^ from a baycodc scoLin ed by tVie baicodg 
scanner, the UPC corresponding to tlie second service or produ ct. 

18. (Cuiiently Amended) The system of claim 10 wherein the first device comprises 
one of cither a computer, a cellular phone, aftd-or.a digital video recording device. 

19. (Original) The system of claim 10 wherein the third device is operably associated 
with a grid computernetwork. 

20. (Original) The system of claim 10 wherein the third device comprises a computer 
server communicating with the first and second devices. 
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2 1 • (Currently Amended) A storage medium encoded with machine-readable 
computer program code for generadng data sets associated with an entity, the storage 
medium including instructions for causing at least one network element to implement a 
method comprising: 

determining when the entity selects a first service or product; 

generating a first data set having a first attribute associated with the first service or 
product; 

wherein the first data set is generated bv a digital video recording (DYR) d^vice^ thg 
first data set including a unique identifier associated with 4m pntity, a daio. a time ami a title 
of a program or movie selected bv the entity for recording on the PVR: 

detenrdning when the entity selects a second service or product; 

generating a second data set having a second attribute associated with the second 
service or product; and, 

generating a third data set based on fhe first and second attributes when a portion of 
data associated with the first attribute id substantially similar to a portion of data aasociated 
with the second attribute. 
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22. (Currently Amended) A mettiod of generating dynamic data sets associated with a 
legal entity, comprising: 

generatmg a plurality of historic data sets by monitoring activities of the legal entity; 

wheid'n the hiato*-<fi At^ta. set is generated bv a ditdtal v ideo recording (PVR) device, 
the historic di^ Tft ^T^^lv^^'^r ^ "^^H"^ i^entyRyr nssnciated with an entity, a da t e, a time an d 
a title of a n rofp ;am or movie selected bv the entity f gr rt^ordinp on the PVR; 

identifying a plurality of attributes contained in the plurality of historic data sets; 

deteraiining a plurality of values wherein each value is associated with one attribute 
of the plurality of attributes and corresponds to a number of historic data sets of the plurality 
of historic data sets containing the one attribute; and 

generating a plurality of dynamic drta sets containing the attributes wherein the 
plurality of dynamic data seta are ranked based on the plurality of values. 

23. previously Presented) The method of claim 22, further comprising iterativcly 
generating the plurality of historic data sets by monitoring activities of the legal entity. 
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24. (Currently Amended) A method of generating a dynamic data set associated with 
a legal entity^ comprisiDg: 

generating iirst and second historic data sets from first and second activities^ 
respectively, of the legal entity; 

wherein the first hi storic data set is generaied_b\La dirital video recordlqfl (PVR ) 
device, the histori c data set including a urucuie Jdentifior gssociate^ with, lui cjititv. a date, a 
time and a title of a pgogram or movie selected b v the enti lv for ttscording on the PVR: 

associating at least a first attribute of the first historic data set with at least a second 
attribute of the second historic data set, the first attribute being substantially similar to the 
second attribute; and 

generating a third dynamic data set based on at least one of the first end second 
attributes of the first and seccmd historic data sets, respectively.
